W. J. BRYAN'S CRITICISM OF 

MR. CLEVELAND'S REFORM SPEECH. 



The presence of Mr. Cleveland, two mrmbeis of his cabinet, and 
such eminent gold D. tuocrals as ex-Congressman Turner, Kyimin and 
Patterson, made the bai<|tiet an important political evtiif, and the addrtss 
deliveied by Mr. Cleveland may fsirly lie accepted as selling forth tie 
present views and future purposes of the bolting llemocrals 

Probably the most unexpected thing in the address was the reference 
to the It-publican adminis'ration. He borrows emphasis from a scriptural 
text.and accuses the Republicans of returning in hot haite to tin ir wallow- 
ing iu the mire of the extreme piot> cliou This is an 
because the Kepubiicai s have never shown 1 
extreme protection. 

Mr. McKinley won Botitola! fame as the apostle of high larill, ami dur- 
i..g the late campaign reiterated his devotion to this policy. Th. se Demo- 
crats who voted for Mr. MiKinley voted with their eyes op.-n to tariiT 
possibilitie-i. 

Neither l ave those Democrats reason to complain of Mr. McKinley's 
attitude on tlie money question To be sure the president has sent an 
argosy abroad in search of, not a gol. fl iece, butof an object tipially elusive, 
namely, au international agreement for the restoration of bimetallism, hut 
iu so doiug he is only carrying out a pledge coutained in his platform. 

Unless the gold D^mociats were in possession of aseuranc. s not given 
to the public generally, or they expected tlie president to abandon his plat- 
form, they ought to be sat'sti d with their tlnancial policy. He promised 
to maintain the gold standard until rel ef comes from abroad, and he is 
doing it in spite of the continued disl ress MMaWd by such a policy. 

The D. mocrats who supported the Chicago plaif inn can consistently 
condemn both the tariff policy and the financial policy of the ail ministra- 
tion, but those who supported Mr. McKinley are only receiving whit they 
had a right to expect.

His thinly disguised support of the It -publican ticket iu the late cam 
paigii did much to drive the silver Republicans out of the It publican 
patty, and their loyality to bimetallism hi. not been shaken by defeat. 
Iu his address Saturday uight he aided the free silver cause Blill furtlur 
by removing whatever danger there might have been of concessions f om 

If he had discussed the fundamental principles of Democracy and ISM 
urged a union of forces upon a plaif irm comprising tlie dill'-rences on the 
money question he might have done us harm in some section-, but hiu dog- 
matic insistence upon a foreign 11 lanr.ial policy an 1 his emph ill* »a40fW 
meut uf the gold Democrats of the folly of any attempt to reunite tlie 
Democrats who believe iu bimetallism with Democrats who are wedded to 



Mr. Cleveland recoguiz-s that the contest over the money question, in- 
stead of being ended is just beginning; he recognix is it at an irrepressible 
conflict, and in this he reasons rightly. 

The Democratic party will in PJO0 reiterate its demand for free and uu- 
limited coinage at 16 to 1, aud it will be opposed by those who at that time 
believed in a gold staudarJ.

o er much we may differ from Mr. Cleveland we must admit his courage. 

A leas resolute man would hesitate to assume the leadership ol a little 
band 130,000, many of whom voted the Indianapolis ticket by mistake, and 
then acciwe 0,500,000 voters of being either deigning agitators or the dupes 
of designing agitators. 

A man uf less self-reliance would re examine his own conduct to see 
whether it was his folly or theirs which separat-d them from 0.500,000 of 
Democrats who once idolized him, but iu the lexicon of Mi. Cleveland's 
mature years there is uosuch word as "mistake." 

The gold Democracy is impotent to bring any real relief to the country; 
it is long on platitudes aud short 011 performances ; it reache* ita maximum 
at a Inn qu< t and its minimum at the polls. It is the toy of those financiers 
who prate about national honor while they fatten on the nation's extremity 
aud it is powerlei-s to protect the people from the extortions of trust! and 
the greed of unrestrained co. porstioui. 

Those Democrats who believe iu .quality before the law will na'urally 
gravitate toward the r gular D .mocracy and those Democrats who believe 
In a goverumeut by syndicates aud lor syndicates will naturally drift into 
the Republican party, lieeause it, II' rs them the best prospect of succeas

ifying the smooth ones. 

"When the frost is coming out of the
